Sit is written, When Meſſias is come, He will te!f ut all things, Joh, 4.25, Anil 
thou ſhalt remember all the way which the Lord thy God led thee theſe forty Nears in a 
the Wil:zerneſ;, Deut. 2,2, And it is yet more evident from that ſaying of Ab#a- 
ham: Sn, remember that thou in thy Life-time receivedft thy good things, Luk. 16, 
25. And that manner of Speech, The Former ſhall not be remembred, nr come into mind, Iſa. 
65. 17. And alſo from that kind of Expreſſion, Thn ſpall ye Return and Diſcern, Mal, 3, 18. 
From all theſe Scriptures put together . this Propoſition of Truth ariſes, viz. Thar in the fu- 
tnre Life we ſhall remember, know, diſcern, and perceive the Things of this Preſent, bur 
then paſt Life, morc clearly andevidently than we do now weare in it. Andſo, | believe and a 
teſtify beforehand, That then we ſhall remember, know, diſcern, and perceive, Thar in this - 
Letter of mine direRed unto him, or in this Teſtimony of Truth, bcaring Date, July 2F. 
1692, The way was ſhewed, Pointed, and Chalked 64*, whereby King James might have Ree 
covered his Kingdom, and might have boen Re-iuſtated and ſet upon the Throne of his Progeni- 
tors again. And how that if the King had truſted in the Lord, through the Mercy of the moſt 
High, He ſhould not be moved, Pal. 21, 7. for nothing was therein intimated or direRed un- 
to him, but what was lawful and right. And thar all thoſe manifold Surmiſes and Imagina- 
tions, How that his Enemies and Rcbellious SubjeRs within this Realm, and the Ignorant Gid- 
dy Multitude (God could, and can yet turn their Hearts to be as much for Him, as now they 
are againſt Him, which laſt comes to paſs thro ſo many Lyes and wrong Surmiles conceived 
concerning him) would put H:m to Death or harm Him, were falſe; andthey were the Fright< 
nings of Satan ; for thro'the others Oc iſſion and Fear in this kind, The Pail doth ſerve one 
end of his Kingdom ; which is to keep and continue People longer in their Sins, and ro hinder 
Peace from the Earth. | 
But the Children of Belial ſaid, How ſhall this Man ſave us, and they deſpiſed him, 1 Sam. 
+27. So theMultitude and Generality of People are apt ro ſay, Is this a likely way or fit 
| ale for a Mighty Monarch, 'and once 2 Puiſlant formidable Prince to come over in a Pac- 
quet Boat or ſmall Veſſel, only with a tew Servants, to recover his Kivgdom; eſpecially 
when Flcets and Armies, and the Pewer of a whole Nation are Engagd againſt Him? Bur 
( beſides that He had better come over this yay then nor ar all) This account may be gwen 
thereot in Reaſon, and from the common Experjzence of thinge, Fer even they who would 
oppoſe Him, and confront Force to. Force, if once He ſhould attempt to Land in an Hoſtile,

manner, would not (o mu_h as hurt the Hair of his Head, nor touch the outſide bf his Gar. 
ment, if He come in peaceablyg, There would not be the like Occafion and Pretence 
for ſo doing, Things altogether as unlikely (as what is here imagined ) have come to pals, 
and been brought about, when they have been trauſafted all along exaQly in the way and Me- 
chod of God, For all this I cenſidered in mine Heart, even to declare all this, That the R ieh. 
tecus and the Wiſe, and their Works are in th; Hands of God, Eceleſ. 9. 1. Who are ſafe under 
his inviſible Protetion. ( He ſhall cover thee with his Feathers, and under his wing: ſhalt thou 
trut, Plal, 91. 4.) even wh']ſt the Rulers take Counſel rogether aga'iaſt the Lord, and againkt 
his Anointed ; And even whilſt Ten thouſauds of the People have ſet themſelves againſt me 
round about, _ The very means whereby God would bring a thing to pals, do all along ſecm 
to the People of the World to be deſpicable Meane, 

And by a Prophet the Lord brought. Iſrael out of Egypt, and by a Prophet was he preſervcd, 
Hol. 12. 13: 

And ſo every and each Thought, which-as yet hindzrs the King from coming over, and 
from doing as is there ſhew'd unt- him js a falſe and untrue Thuught, I have often Reaſon'd, 
and bzen Muſing within my (elf, That if it was indeed the mind and goud Pleaſure of God 
to bring the King over and Re-inſtate Him ; Why then doth not God put the ſame Thoughts 
in'o His Sonl as into mine, in order to {et Him again upon th? Throne ? Or, Wherefore is it 
that all my Writings on his behalf ſeem only as ſo many Gueſles and Imaginations ? Bur as 
yet , many are apt to object unto me, Thou doſt not hit upon the Right way, Or God adth not 
give ſuch a Seal and Evidence, and Teſtimony unto the wo'd of his Grace which appears forth 
through thee, That the People as yet do not obey and diſcern it, 1 do here confeſe to his G/o- 
»y, Joſh, 7. 19. butto mine own Shame, That in ſome things I have feared, and been diſmay- 
ed, and been lacking, And as to other things in the management of that Great and Good 
Work which herein hath been commitred to me, I haveerr'd, and been ignorant, Some re2- 
ſon whereof, and of what is heae objc&ee, is to be imputed to themanifold and continue1 O5- 
poſitions of Saran, And be ſhewed me Joſhua the High Prieſt ſtanding before the Angel of the 
Lord, and Satan at his Right hand to reſiſt him, Zac, 3. 1. Only he who now leti.th will lett 
nitil be be taken out of the way. 2 Thel. 2. 7. 

But then again as on one fide, the work of the Lord as it was committed to my manage- 
ment, hath ſuffered much dimunition, loſs and d.ſadvantage thro' my unbelief and Ignorance, 
and beceuſe mine own Life and Conveſation comes ſo very ſhort, and {o much behind of what 
was that of his Antient Prophets, or of his Scrvants of old time, Depart ye, depart ye, G) ye 
our from hence, Touchnr unelean thing, Go ye out of the midſt of her, Be ye clean tht bear the 
Veſſels of the Lerd, la 52, v, 11,And fo 1 ſhould have got out and ſeparated from amongſt my 
Brethren, and I ſhould have endeavyured to have exceeded even them ( who live in the ſtricteſt 
Sect of our Religion, and in the moſt circumpeR walking ) inall hely converfation and God- 
lineſs, and in conſtant nniverſal Zeal for the Lord our God, But alas! and Woe nnto me ; 
all this I have not done, 

So on the other fide, it was good and ſeaſonable Advice which (having ſaw and received 
the ſame out of the Glaſs of the Word) Igave unto the King , that during the time of His 
Deprivation, He ſhould not live in outward Mirth and Recreations ( 1 am forry to hear thag 
he gives way tothe latter, unleſs it is for his Healths ſake) For it is not a proper time to 
drink wme in Bowls, and aneint themſelves with the chief Ointment, Amos 6. 6. When they 
ought to be grieved for the affli Fion ef Joſeph, And ſo the King ought to be affected and ſym- 
pathize alſo with thoſe that ſuffer here for his Righteous Cauſe, and in this ſenſe tro weep with 
ihem that weep, Rom, 12, 15. I repeat and put him in mind of it again , That even now He 
thoulg bein @ State of Humiliation, and waiting en the Lord, of Faſting, Sackcloth, and 
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Mourning, that He may be Worthy for God to do ſome Great and Good thing for him towards + 
his /atter End. This Worthineſs or rather Meckneſs doth not altogether ſo much conſiſt in 
outward Worſhip, or in great Shew and Quantity of Devotion, Nor yet to go further, by ob- 
ſcrvation of Part of God's Law, but by confirming all:rhe words of Gods Law to do them, Dey. 
27. 26. By reſolving and performing it like thaſſnan after God's own heart, For all his judge - 
ments were before me, and I did notput away his Statutes from me, Plal. 18. 22. 

When God did intend to do good unto his.Servant Dawid in putting away his Sin, He did firſt. 
reprove himthereof by his Prophet Nathan ; fo that the King ſhould not be angry- at what 
reproof of. Sin or Error hath been in himſelf, forin like manner this (according ro the Divine 
method) may be a forerunner of intended good unto him. And fo cercainly, That God might 
be juſtified when he ſpeaketh, and be clear when he judgeth. Pal. 50. 4. There is ſome Sincr: 
Fault, ſome unworthineſs or unpreparation, ſome Iniquity or Tranſgreſſion in the King, which 
hath occaſioned this Affliction, And as yethiuders good things from him. | 

In fine, As to his coming or not coming agiin, Tho' the Prayers and Endeavours- of all ho-» 
neſt People ought to be that judgment ſhould return to righteouſneſe , Plal, 94. 15, and that 
Right ſhould take place; Yet betore and after all, we ought to acquieſce in the will of God ; 
ſaying with David (which ſame ſhould be the mind burh of the King,. and alſo of thoſe 
Inhabitants of this Nation, who during his Abſence from them, do yet ſtill retain their Alle- 
giance, Faithfulneſs and Subjection unto Him, If I fpall fnd Favour inthe eyes of the Lord, he 
will bring me again ; But if he thus ſay, I have no delight in thee, Behold, here am I, let him 
do to me as ſecmeth good unto him, 2. Sam, 15,25, 26, Notwithſtanding Da .zd ſpake- thus, 
yet God did bring him up again, but Ds: did uſe the means for it, and not lie (till, 

Towards the cloſeof my aforeſaid Letter, there is brought in a Dilemma (which is rhe moſt 
forcible ſort of Arguments) to perſuade the Kingsto endeavour ro come again in a Chiiltian, 
peaceable Manner there directed to him. Ir is taken from thac Reaſoning of Eljezrr in 2 Ma - 
cabees 6. For he began to conſider diſcreetly, and as became his Age, and the Honour of his Gray 
Hairs, whereunto he was come 1. Therefore he anſwered conſequently (obſerve that) In like man- 
ner King James might Reaſon, thas ir becometn not. his declin ng Age ( He being now more 
than Sixty Years old ) to fear Death or lmpriſonment. For if Thou, O King , fhouldit tarry 
where thou art ( which will be to the Defire and Rejoycing of thine Enemies, Here one ſhould 
be ſureto cotradict, and go thwart, and do contrary to what Enemies would hive) Thou wilt 
certainly die in that Countrey where thou waſt not born ( which under the Old Teſtament Diſ- 

enſation was look'd upon -as a Curſe, Threatning and Pun ſhment of God ) bur to the Land 
where thou defireſt to retnrn, thou mayeſt as yet Return : And ſo through thy fear for a little 
time of tranſitory Life, Pcople . may be deceived by Thee, As if Thou not being fo bold and 
courageous (as Thou oughrelt to bein a good and righteous Cauſe )it would procure a Reproach 
and Suſpicion, as if it was nof altogether ſo, or as if Innocency was not to be fyund in Thee, 
Ic is better to brings Things to this iſſue ( which however at firſt fight may ſeem doubtful or 
uncertain; yet if the King truſteth in the Lord, He ſhall noz tide, Pal, 26. 7, He will Turn . 
and Over-rule it into good, euen beyond the beit Hope and ExpeQation) taen always to re- 
n ain in a Forreign Nation, and there to abide for the moſt ſure Event of Mortality, But it is 
ſc}dom that People do according to thoſe Motives, which are drawn from the confiderarion of 
Sickneſs, or the near approach of Death, (which ſhould be moſt Forcible and Perſuafiv2 ) 
Yet nevertheleſs ſuch are good and true, ſafe and wholeſome Counſels. 

If thoſe Subjes of Thine,who contrary to their Oath and Duty, did Depoſe Thee ſhould al- 
ways Refuſe and Rebel, and never come to Repentance, {oas to Call Thee in, and Send for - 
Thee over themſelves (as it is but very ſeldom that Rebels do ever Repent, for Rebellion is 


#: the Sin of Witchc4aft.) Yet neverzheleſs, the Remedy is in Thy Self 5. Thou mayeſt ill in 
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the way aforementioned, come ovey. whenſoever Thou wilt, Thou haſt alſo many $ubjeQs 
here ( the Lord add unto this People how. many ſoever they be, an Hundxed fold ) who have not 
conſented unto the Counſel and Deed of them. And as, when the Brethren come to meet him, 
thereupon Panl thanksd gy and took Courage, As 28. 15, Sq this laſt Conſideration ſhould 
encourage Thee alſo to ru God for it, andgp come forward on Thy Journey after a Godly 
ſort, then Thouſbalt do well, 3 Job, 6. 
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It may beProper and Seaſonahle, to comp over during the Abſence of the wrong Poſſeſſor: 


Let the King again conſider what is, herefurther ſaid, and the Lord give Him Underſtanding 
10 all Things.

Ungrateful Magiltrates, who can forget the 
fignal Services which my Anceftors and my - 
Self have done to this State, ſince the efta«: * 
bliſhmnent of the Republick ; and, ſuffering 
themſelves to be ſeduced by ſome ſeditious 
Spirits, who are Jealous of my Granderry, and 
of my Credit in theſe Provinces, do take ad- 
vantage from my Abſence, and the Engage» 
ments in which I am involved; and will needs 
revivea Pretenſion asChimerical,andillgroun« 
fed in it ſelf, as it is injurious to my Glory. 

For, whoever thall without prejudice exa- 
mine the Titles, on which this Powerful and 
Sediticus City grounds it's Right of with- 
drawing it ſelf fronrunder the Authority of 
the State-holder, will find then ſo little ſo= 
lid, that he will wander any Man of Senſe 
can in the leaft regard them. It alledges pre=
